Kansas  City  Churches 

Appeal  for  Aid 

To  meet  the  emergency  needs  of  the 
Baptist  churches  damaged  in  America’s 
greatest  flood,  the  pastors  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  of  greater  Kansas  City  are 
presenting  an  appeal  to  the  Baptists  of 
America  to  contribute  to  a  flood  relief 
fund  of  $200,000  00. 

These  pastors  ire  asking  that  every 
Baptist  church  in  America  take  a  spe¬ 
cial  offering  for  this  fund. 

Money  is  needed.  It  is  needed  now. 
Because  of  personal  losses  by  members 
of  these  stricken  churches,  the  evacudes 
must  give  their  first  attention  to  their 
personal  needs.  In  the  Kansas  City  area 
alone,  30,000  people  were  made  home¬ 
less.  In  one  church,  61  families  of  the 
congregation  lost  their  homes  and  all 
their  personal  possessions.  In  the  Ar- 
mourdale  Baptist  church,  with  more 
than  1100  members,  every  family  was 
affected  by  the  flood;  the  pastor-  es¬ 
caped  in  overalls;  the  parsonage  was 
completely  inundated  and  all  of  its  con¬ 
tents  are  ruined. 

It  is  understood  that  no  funds  from 
stat*  or  federal  agencies  will  bo  allo¬ 
cated  to  flood -damaged  churches.  Church 
members  who  have  lost  their  homos  and 
possessions  are  rendering  heroics  ser¬ 
vice  in  renovating  their  church  build¬ 
ings.  They  need  help. 

Typical  of  the  other  churches  in  the 
flood  is  the  Armourdale  Baptist  church. 
A  red  brick  building,  it  was  constructed 
after  the  flood  in  1903  by  the  late  Dr.  F. 
L.  Streeter,  who  for  more  than  forty 
years  served  as  pastor. 

In  this  recent  flood,  the  oil-covered, 
silt-laden  waters  rose  until  four  feet  of 
the  roof  was  covered.  Water  in  the  audi¬ 
torium  almost  reached  the  ceiling.  The

The  plan  follows  an  arrangement  first 
•dopted  in  1*46  that  set  a  ceiling  on  the

tor  budget  for  1*52  is  divided  into  three 


parts  (1)  current  needs,  the  first  $4,-

will  all  receipts  over  $7,000,000  to  be  di¬ 
vided  75  pgr  cent  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  and  25  per  cent  to  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board.

NEW  YORK— (RNS)— A  new  total 
membership  of  87,548,021  in  all  religious 
bodies  of  this  country  is  reported  in  the 
1951  Yearbook  of  American  Churches, 
which  will  be  published  here  Sept.  21 
under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches. 

Figures  compiled  by  official  statis¬ 
ticians  of  Protestant,  Roman  Catholic, 
Jewish  and  other  religious  groups,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Yearbook,  show  that  285,- 
834  congregations,  parishes  and  similar 
local  units  now  embrace  58.09  per  cent 
of  the  nation's  population. 

These  religious  groups  are  reported  to 
have  a  total  of  281,251  ordained  men  and 
women  clergy,  of  whom  166,891  are  ac¬ 
tively  engaged  in  religious  work. 

The  Yearbook’s  membership  total  is 
about  1,800,000  higher  than  that  reported 
on  July  25  by  the  Christian  Herald.  A 
National  Council  spokesman  explained 
that  the  Yearbook’s  statistics  “are  later 
and  include  more  religious  bodies.” 

A  total  of  2156  religious  groups  are 
embraced  in  the  Yearbook*  compila¬ 
tion-three  more  than  in  the  survey  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Christian  Herald. 

The  most  unique  feature  of  the  1851 
Yearbook  to  its  compilation  of  clergy 
statistics,  which  it  says  to  the  first  made 
in  about  20  years.  It  reveals  that  3,763 
of  the  281,251  ordained  clergy  are  wo¬ 
men.  of  whom  2,437  are  active  in  church 
work.  Many  clergymen  of  both  sexes  are 
inactive  due  to  retirement  or  change  of 
occupation,- it  was  pointed  out. 

ToUl  enrollment,  including  officer,, 
and  teachers,  in  246,240  American  Sun 
day  and  Sabbath  Schools  to  given  as 
29,775,357,  an  increase  of  more  than 
800,000  over  the  previous  year’s  figures 

A  section  on  finances  shows  that  125 
denominations  contributed  a  total  of 
$1,138,737,508  for  all  purpose*  last  year. 
Of  this,  $56,567.2*2  was  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sions,  and  $58,724,358  for  home  missions. 
The  church  property  of  these  denomina¬ 
tions  was  valued  at  $5,234,979,596. 

The  Yearbook  also  lists  executives  of 
the  various  denominations  and  of  inter¬ 
denominational  organisations  —  world, 
national,  state  and  local  —  theological 
seminaries,  colleges,  service  agencies, 
and  religious  periodicals.

Sooks  Stricter  Adherence  to  Bible 
The  Executive  Committee  also  adopt- 
ed  a  resolution  catting  for  stricter  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  Bible  as  the  only  rule  for 
faith  and  practice.  Editors,  state  secre¬ 
taries  and  pastors  present  heartily  and 
unanimously  approved  the  action.  The 
resolution  is  aa  follows: 

“(1)  We  recognize  the  importance  of 
the  study  of  doctrines  for  all  members 
of  our  churches  and  desire  to  encourage 
a  continuing  program  of  doctrinal  ia- 
str action  in  the  churches. 

"(2)  The  Southern  Baptist  Conventloa 
at  San  Francisco  voted  to  “Authorize  its 
Executive  Committee  to  have  prepared 
a  list  of  suitable  boohs  and  other  mate* 
rials  for  study”  on  doctrinal  questions. 

“A  Fundamental  Baptist  botiat  is  tut 
tho  Bhh  is  a or  only  rulo  ot  faith  and 
practice.  Because  of  this  holiof  wa  aa 
Baptists  hove  always  boon  reluctant  ta 
designate  any  ether  booh  or  group  at 
baehs  as  conteinino  the  interpretation 
of  our  faith.  In  hooping  with  this  policy 
wo  urge  our  people  to  March  tho  Scrip¬ 
tures  in  ardor  to  knew  what  to  boliovo 
end  how  to  practice  their  Christian 
faith.  Moreover,  wo  command  to  thorn 
tho  obundanco  of  hooka  and  materials 
along  doctrinal  linos  which  have  won  a 
place  of  acceptance  among  us  and  which 
are  listed  in  tho  Annual  of  tho  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  end  m  tho  publica¬ 
tions  of  our  hoards  end  institutions." 

A  plan  was  approved  for  carrying  out 
the  Simultaneous  Stewardship  Week  in 
1953.  Worked  out  by  Dr.  MerriU  D. 
Moore  and  the  promotion  committee,  the 
plan  brings  together  the  efforts  of  the 
Training  Union,  the  W.M.U.,  the  Sunday 
School  and  Brotherhood.  Date  for  the 
study  course  will  be  October  18-25.  -953. 

A  recommendation  was  adopted  to 
ask  the  Convention  to  change  the  name 
of  the  Historical  Society  to  Historical 
Commission.  A  new  charter  for  the  His¬ 
torical  Society  was  approved  subject  to 
adoption  by  the  Convention.

Every  person  should  make  a  will  for 
•>e  following  two  reasons,  among  others: 

(1)  All  property  owned  at  the  time 
M  death  must  be  administered  in  the 
courts.  Delays  in  distribution  can  be 
prevented. 

(2)  Expenses  of  the  administration  can 
be  reduced  especially  where  minors  are 
Involved.  Litigations,  family  squabbles, 
and  the  disposition  of  the  property  con¬ 
trary  to  the  testator’s  wishes  can  be 
avoided. 

If  the  estate  is  small  or  the  disposition 
Mmple,  an  approved  form  of  will  may  be 
^ed,  but  if  a  form  is  used,  it  would  be 
Kfer  for  you  to  have  an  attorney  ex- 
pamine  and  approve.  Generally,  do  not 
write  your  own  will  by  copying  a  form, 
but  employ  an  attorney  to  prepare  your 
will. 

Only  by  will  can  a  person,  after 
death,  use  property,  entrusted  te  such 
person  while  living,  te  preside  tor 
churches,  hospitals,  orphanages,  and 
Christian  colleges  te  serve  humanity 
and  promote  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

A  person  may  by  will  give,  devise,  and 
bequeath  any  amount  of  his  property 
la  any  religious,  charitable  or  educa¬ 
tional  institution,  and  the  total  amounts 
are  deductible  from  the  estate  before 
federal  estate  inheritance  taxes  are  cal¬ 
culated.  The  larger  the  estate,  the  less 
Is  the  net  cost  of  any  stated  gift  by

The  second  week 
the  committee  will  carry  a  “sun¬ 
shine  box”  which  contains  several 
articles  wrapped  separately.  On 
each  package  a  day  of  the  week  is 
written.  Be  sure  to  enclose  in  each 
package  a  Bible  verse,  or  a  cheery 
greeting,  for  instance: 

"Like  a  ray  of  golden  sunshine 
This  package  comes  to  you, 
to  cheer  you  up  and  help  to  make 
Your  sick  room  sunny,  too!” 

The  third  week  visit  the  "shut-to” 
for  a  song  and  praise  service.  The 
fourth  week  two  of  the  members  will 
go  and  report  on  the  services  pf  the 
previous  Sunday. 

X.  Distribute  tracts,  especially  on  soul 
winning  and  tithing.  Have  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  committee  review  these 
tracts  at  general  assembly,  or  just 
in  the  onion. 

X.  Conduct  cottage  prayer  meetings. 
This  could  be  a  regular  activity.

Bible  schools,  study  courses,  revi¬ 
vals,  and  visitation. 

S.  Buddy  a  weak  union  to  the  county. 

f.  Solicit  food,  clothing,  money  for  tho 

Orphanage,  especially  at  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  time. 

T.  Buy,  and  distribute  Bibles  to  homes 
that  have  no  Bible. 

X.  Begin  a  Library  in  your  church. 

X.  Conduct  a  “Cheer  Week.”  Give  each 
member  of  the  union  an  envelope 
which  contains  seven  pieces  of  paper 
with  a  different  suggestion  written 
on  each  one.  The  member  is  to  take 
from  the  envelope  one  piece  of  paper 
each  day  and  carry  out  the  idea 
suggested,  for  instance:  "Write  a 
card  to  a  shut-in”  might  be  written 
on  the  slip  of  paper  for  Monday. 
Tuesday’s  might  be  “Visit  an  absen¬ 
tee,"  etc.

Postal  Inspector  W.  L.  Gagne  was  sent 
from  Ottawa  to  St.  Germaine  Boule  to 
investigate  a  charge,  made  by  Regular 
Baptist  Pastor  Leslie  G.  Barnhart,  of 
LaSarre,  Que.,  that  religious  pamphlets 
addressed  to  residents  of  the  hamlet 
had  failed  to  reach  their  destination 
Postal  Inspector  W.  L.  Gagne  report¬ 
ed  to  his  superiors  in  the  Post  Office 
Department,  Ottawa,  that  the  postmaster 
at  St.  Gerataine  Boule,  Wilfred  Begm, 
had  admitted  holding  op  delivery  of  the 
pamphlets  on  orders  from  Father  Roy. 

He  said  Father  Roy  had  told  him  he 
burned  the  mad  because  of  the  letters, 
consisting  of  mimeographed  sermons  by 
Pastor  Barnhart,  “would  give  people 
wrong  ideas.”

Work  Is  Started 
On  Woman's  Dorm 
At  N.  O.  Seminary 

Giant  piledrivers  have  moved  into 
place  to  begin  another  new  building  for 
the  New  Orleans  Seminary.  This,  a 
woman’s  dormitory,  will  be  the  seventh 
of  a  minimum  of  12  that  must  be  com¬ 
pleted  before  moving  the  entire  school 
from  the  old  campus  to  the  new  one 
facing  Highways  90  and  11  in  the  east¬ 
ern  psrt  of  the  city.  Moving  dste  hoped- 
for  is  1953. 

Any  hesvy  buildings— which  includes 
the  well-constructed  brick  structures  of 
the  new  seminary  project,  has  to  have 
a  foundation  supplied.  More  trees  are 
driven  into  the  ground  than  ever  stood 
on  the  same  area  normally.  When  the 
pilings  are  securely  in  place,  the  ground 
is  dug  away  and  a  cement  foundation 
poured  around  them  before  even  one 
brick  can  be  laid. 

Not  having  any  solid  rock  on  which 
to  build,  a  substitute  must  be  found. 
Engineers  have  learned  how  to  do  it, 
but  the  sroccss  is  expensive. 


Baptist  School  Is  Youth's  .  . 
Only  Chance  to  Answer  Call. 

A  second  grade  pupil  walked  many 
miles  over  the  mountains  of  Mexico  to 
attend  a  Bible  institute.  He  is  1*  years 
of  age  and  feels  a  deep  sense  of  call  to 
preach  the  gospel  to  his  people. 

The  Mexican  mountaineer  received 
encouragement  from  Missionary  James 
Crane,  a  Phi  Beta  K»PP»  student  whs 
is  now  president  of  the  Baptist  Theologic¬ 
al  Seminary,  Torreon,  Mexico.  Dr.  Crass 
advised  him  to  set  his  mind  toward  the 
completion  at  his  education.  He  related 
the  story  of  Dr.  S.  P.  Brooks,  who,  after 
working  on  the  railroad,  started  to  school 
at  the  age  of  21,  plowed  his  way  through 
grade  school,  high  school,  and*  college, 
to  become  president  of  Baylor  Univer¬ 
sity,  Waco,  Texas. 

The  Mexican  young  man  has  only 

one  chance  at  life:  the  Benito  Juarex 
School  in  the*  mountains  of  Guerrero. 
This  little  school,  inaugurated  through 
the  offerings  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  has  an  enrolment  of  140  and  a 
staff  of  three  teachers.  Jt  is  the  only 
school  of  any  kind  in  the  community  of 
Guayameo  and  a  far-reaching  mountain

GOSSIPING  IS  NO.  1  SIN

If  there  are  degrees  in  sinning,  lr  one 
offense  is  worse  than  another,  then  we 
must  place  the  sin  of  gossiping  at  the 
bead  of  the  list.  And  M  is  all  too  pre¬ 
valent  in  our  churches. 

Gossiping  is  reprehensible  and  deliber¬ 
ate.  It  ia  entirely  without  reason  or 
provocation,  and  often  is  done  in  a  way 
Which  gives  its  victim  absolutely  no  op¬ 
portunity  to  defend  himself.  The  gos- 
siper  rarely  undertakes  to  verify  the 
tales  he  peddles,  but  passes  them  on  as 
(bough  he  were  engaged  in  the  most 
hinocent  pastime. 

The  gossiper  doesn't  take  money  dis¬ 
honestly;  he  is  an  honest  man.  Nonethe¬ 
less  he  steals,  for  he  robs  his  victim  of 
his  most  valuable  possession,  his  repu¬ 
tation  among  his  fellows. 

Gossiping  may  not  be  lying  in  a  tech¬ 
nical  sense,  but  as  it  passes  on  from  one 
gossiper  to  another  its  accumulated  ex¬ 
aggerations  and  multiplied  misrepresen¬ 
tations  bring  it  pretty  close  to  the  line. 

The  gossiper  doesn’t  kill  anyone,  but 
nevertheless  he  is  a  murderer,  for  he 
kills  the  good  name  and  standing  of 
many  an  innocent  person. 

Even  if  the  one  talked  about  be  guilty, 
(he  Christian’s  attitude  should  be  one  of 
■ympathy  and  helpfullness.  Not  so  with 
(he  gossiper.  Sunday  morning  he  sings 
lift  Up  the  Fallen,”  all  the  time  greas¬ 
ing  the  skids  so  he  will  slide  faster 
dona  the  grade.

TO  BE  RELOCATED  IN  ASIA 

BOARD  HOPES  TO  SEND  WORKERS  TO  INDIA  BY  1952 


Within  another  year,  most  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  of  the  China  staff  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  will 
be  relocated  in  the  Orient.  Dr.  Baker 
James  Cauthen,  the  Board’s  secretary 
for  the  Orient,  has  been  in  Richmond 
for  two  months  working  toward  re-de¬ 
ployment  of  these  missionaries. 

Fifty-nine  of  these  missionaries  are 
already  located  on  other  foreign  fields. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  group  will  be 
sailing  this  fall  or  winter  to  strengthen 
the  work  now  being  projected  in  new 
areas.  These  assignments  are:  JAPAN, 
Miss  Lucy  Smith;  KOREA,  Dr.  N.  A. 
Bryan  and  Rev.  Rex  Ray;  FORMOSA, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Bausum,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  I.  V.  Larson,  and  Miss  Martha 
Franks;  HONG  KONG,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  H.  Connely  and  Mias  Mary  Alex¬ 
ander;  SIAM.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Glenn  Mor¬ 
ris,  Miss  Jenell  Greer,  and  Miss  Gladys 
Hopewell;  MALAYA,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Eu¬ 
gene  Hill  and  Miss  Jessie  Green;  JAVA, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Johnson,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Stockwey  Sears,  and  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Cowherd;  PHILIPPINES, 
Dr.  Frank  Lide. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  McMillan  are 
going  to  the  Bahama  Islands  where  he 
will  serve  as  an  official  adviser  to  the 
Baptist  churches  there.  The  people  are 
English  speaking  Negroes. 

Dr.  Cauthen  explained  that  the  gen¬ 


eral  strategy  being  followed  in  the  re¬ 
location  of  missionaries  is  that  of  going 
to  countries  where  large  Chinese  popu¬ 
lations  live. 

"God  often  uses  difficulties  in  one 
*re*  **  >n  occasion  of  sending  his  mes¬ 
sage  into  other  lands  where  witness  is 
needed,”  he  said.  “Thu  is  taking  place 
today  as  a  result  of  the  impossibility 
of  projecting  mission  service  In  China. 

“It  must  not  be  assumed  that  Chris¬ 
tian  work  in  China  ia  ended  because 
missionaries  can  no  longer  serve  there. 
Quite  the  reverse  ia  true.  Even  now 
God  ia  producing  a  spiritual  deepening 
among  the  churches  as  the  people  are 
thrown  back  upon  faith  and  prayer.  We 
pray  that  God  will  bring  his  people 
through  this  great  suffering  stronger 
than  ever  before,  because  they  have 
learned  anew  the  reality  of  a  living 
Saviour.” 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  still  hopes 
to  ggt  missionaries  into  India.  It  is 
thought  that  by  the  summer  of  1952 
further  steps  can  be  taken  in  that  di¬ 
rection.
